Speaking of clothes, many a plain man hns been called handsome In khaki who 


will never win that encomium in "store clothes." There was, of course, a lot of senti- 
ment in the admiration for khaki. Let us hope so. And it is true that a certain vigor- 
ous type- shone to great advantage in fighting clothes. When it comes to "civilians" 
wf art more critical, more academic. "Civilians" have come in for a lot of abuse, espe- 


cially among women who lament that men can't always be as sensibly dressed as in khaki.

players, of the English-speaking .-nage 
appearing in the Stage Women s tones 
of pictures. Consequently, stio has been 
spending many of her davs at the i-tage 
women's studios, where she has been 
P'aying the leading role in "A Bit of 
Love," which. with others in the <=erics 
of twelve, -will shortly be distributed by 
Universal all over the world.

Again a well cast player is he who 


fits his part with the leust possible 
make-up like the bearing of an engine 
which his with the least number of 
shims. 


The point mentioned will suffice per- 


haps to show how closelv a director's 
success is attendant upon his power and 
ability in casting 
The leaders in their 


Profession are popularly credited with 
possessing a sixth sense 
in choosing 


their players but it would probably be 
nearer the truth to say of them that, 
like thorough workmen they learned 
their art through long apprenticeship, 
close studv and hard work until their 
trained glance will single out the one 
person fitted for a part from the many 
available in less time than a beginner 
could make notes for a careful analysis 


Since no two persons can in the na- 


ture of things, form identical concep- 
tions of the same story, the ideal con- 
dition would see mto be that 
wherj 


the author directs his own picturization. 
And if that author-director has real 
casting ability ^he result should be a 
very perfect rendering of the characters 
in the story. 


This is the condition obtaining in the 


filming of "The Turn in the Road." 
which was written and directed by King 
W. Vidor 
This picture demanded the 


extreme of realism and naturalness in 
its treatment for it deals with life of 
today as it is known by the average 
American. Its humor, pathos, suspense, 
and climax are drawn from every day 
life. 
Over-action or over-characteriza- 


tion would ruin the picture. 
The ut- 


most naturalness was required in the 
portrajal of every main part.

A DIES and what came with 
you: I'm here to warn you 
against the evils of that in- 
stitution called marriage. It 
is an institution, at that, 
An institution is something 


where crazy men are led in — that's mar- 
riage. Marriage is caused by an insane 
desire on the pan of a man to pay 
•Ome woman's board. 
Like aJl crazy 


People, married men will tell >ou they 
are sane and the rest of the world is 
loco. But it's the bunk. If ever your 
hear a married man say, -.My wife and 
I are one,' you tell him where he gets 
off at My wife and I are 10 — she's one 
and I'm the zero. 


•Imagine a married man coming home 


from a hard day's work. He sits down 
to supper with his wife on one side 
and his seven kids on the other, and 
the old cannibal at the head of the table. 
A cannibal is a person who subsists on 
human flesh. 
That's my rnother-in- 


Ja-'F — she's been living off me for years. 
Then, after you battle for half an hour 
trying to get a mouthful, and the can- 
nibal beats you to it all, your wife bawls 
you out because you don't give her more 
money for food. She says, 'When you 
proposed to me you said you were 
»eTl off.1 You answer, 'I was, but I 
didn't know it.' 


"When I was married I -weighed L'OO 


and my wife weighed PO; now 1 weigh 
90 and she weighs 300. So she picked 
up 210 pounds and I lost 110.

And so it runs on for about sixteen 


minutes, the Jay of the monologist. 


What, ask you, is a mor.ologist? 
A monologist is a type of annoyance 


created through tho need of keeping 
vaudeville audiences occupied while the 
stage la being set for the next act. The 
curtain 
(professionally known as an 


"olio" or "street drop") is let down, and 
on that portion of the stage between 
the curtain line and the footlights (said 
jwrtion 
of 
said stage professionally 


known as the "apron"), the monoiogibt 
enters through the aperture between 
the first wing and the stationary up- 
right wall masking the sides of the 
stage (said wall professionally Known 
as the "tormentor"), and he speaks. 


He speaks. It is a grewsome way to 


make a living. He makes it more KriM." 
by having his face smeared with cork, 
or his feet disfigured with all fitting 
"comedy" shoes, or a grotesquely tiny 
hat with a scarlet 
band 
around it 


p«rched on his bump of egotism: may- 
be he employs all three of these ready 
aids toward making brash stupidity sell 
for effervescent facetiousness, and adds 
balloon trousers, leg o' mutton sleeves, 
and other ridiculously unfunny habili- 
ments. He has to. His is a hard life. 
He must draw down comparatively large 
wages for practically no contribution to 
the world, and he realizes that he needs 
every "prop" that can be boug-ht, cop- 
ied, or stolen, to prop his precarious ex- 
istence on. 


The entrance through which the mono- 


legist 
appears is the first 
entrance 


each division being reckoned and 
re- 


spectively 
numbered 
back from the 


footlights ("upstage") so that a turn 
which occupies the slice of stage only 
parallel with the depth of the first en- 
trance is known as an act "in one." 
Between each two full stage acts, or 
acts requiring more room than is pro- 
vided "in one," there must be an act 
"in one," so that the stage may be 
stripped ("struck"), 
trimmed ("set"), 


and prepared for the forthcoming epi- 
sode. 


This process consumes, as a rule, 


about 
13 or 
15 minutes; 
therefore 


monologues and other forms of diver- 
sion designed to work in the front line 
trenches of variety soldiering are timed 
to cat up about-a quarter of an hour 
and keep the enemy harassed until the 
next batch of heavy artillery is brought 
up from the rear and the barrage is 
lifted for action. 


The growth of the monologist has been 


gradual—and 
malignant. 
He chrysa- 


lized from the village wise guy who as- 
sembled quips and spilled them for the 
purpose of wrenching laughter from his 
neighbors. 
Laughter—that's the mono- 


logist's highest law. He holds nothing 
sacred, rends the holiest and most ten- 
der and initimate relations of humans 
to tatters for laughs, and would crucify 
the sweetest thought that ever glowed 
in the breast of man or woman for 
one silly matinee girl's giggle. 


The prettier the sentiment that he 


mocks the louder the hawhaws he can 
wring. Motherhood, fath, charity, love 
—these are his most shining marks, and 
the greatest of these, marriage, th« 
mono'-ogist's bread and tyeer. He would 
be as flat and helpless without mar- 
riage to pick on as a stage ballad singer 
in white flannels would be without men- 
tion of a moon. 


1 thinic the word monologue was de- 


rived 
from 
the 
Scandinavian—mono 


meaning wife, log meaning jeer; the 
ue means mother-in-law, and she is an 
essential element "of the plot. 
Taking 


the: victim husband, the catty wife (al- 
ways fat), and the mother-in-law with 
the rolling pin and the false teeth, you 
ha'vij the monologist's principal support, 
almost the entire company. 


Thc incidentals are courtship, divorce, 


alimony, wifie's relatives, the children, 
the servant, woman's inhumanity to 


man; the fallacies of love, honor, and 
obey; the altar and the halter; the 
squalling: baby, the tacks on the floor, 
the demand for the new bonnet, and 
the money missing from the trousers 
pocket in the morning; you have now 
the monologist's full-baq of tracks, his 
professional technique revealed. 


Surely it is a pretty vocation with 


ethics and with ideals. I knew a man 
once whose business it was to push the 
button that sprung the trap of-a gal- 
lows. 
He defended his specialty by 


faying it was an honest way to mak« 
a living and that if he didn't do it some 
one else would. 


Of course there are some gifted men 


and women who stand unassisted before 
painted drops and deliver witty, epi- 
grammatic observations, or tell droll, 
pointed stories, like after dinner speak- 
ers drafted into the nation's playhouse. 
But they are not typical or reepresenta- 
tive of the class of commercially de- 
nominated monolofristB—these are not 
epigrammatic, they are not even gram- 
matical; their stories are not droll, they 
are gross; for wit they recite rot; their 
claims to art would make a self-respect- 
ing card cheater blush. 


To make their product more poismant- 


ly pernicious, these as a rule speak in 
the first and second persons, committing- 
the two stage felonies which are most 
heinous—talking of themselves "out of 
the character" and addressing the audi- 
ences as individuals instead of imper- 
sonal spectators and listeners. 
They 


hang their malodorous jabber on them- 
selves, or "my brother." or "now, my 
wife," and the like, burlesquing racial 
failties, and employing ofttmes bogus 
dialect to make the brass more brassy. 


They steal their jokes, which they call 


"gags," wherever they can appropriate 
them, and if a new bright Hne appears- 
in a New York play it is lifted by forty 
monologists and spoken in vaudeville 
theaters across the continent long be- 
fore it gets about in its honest function, 
so that by then its author is accused 
of having plagiarized or adapted a wit- 
ticism grown common and shopworn. 


Those monologists who will not steal 


what they term "material," or who can- 
not find enough of that style of swag 
to sustain them, hire "authors" who 
specialize in that brand of output to 
string together for them upon a thread 
of vulgarity beads of bush league satire 
and snarling comments on the dearest 
things in life, the string to be told In 
sixteen minutes. 


Clem Clements was a. monologist. He 


did 
all 
that has been here related, 


worked as has been here set out, and 
qua'ified by that one last remaining 
element required to compose his kind— 
he lived in New York. 


It was one of those cold weeks early 


in winter, one of those cold weeks which 
is colder because it is early in the 
winter, before the blood becomes in- 
ured for the season to low temperature. 


"On the sixth bar he set himself, spread his comicali-ed feel al an angle 


from the heels and shuffled 
into vr'em with fair applause." 


He was "booked" to play during that 
cold week in Newark. Newark, by sub- 
way, tube, and rail, is a "jump" of an 
hour or less from Harlem, where Clem 
lived. 


It was about noon. 
Clem arose from 


the breakfast table, having laid away 
ruthlessly many eggs, slathers of spark- 
ling; bacon, hot biscuits and two cups of 
coffee: 


Mrs. Clements, a slender little woman, 


pretty, immaculate In the housewifely 
ginghams of her calling as a wife and 
mistress of four-room apartment with 
all modern conveniences, was clearing 
the table. She had been a soubrette, 
had Mrs. Clements, but that was years 
back. 
She had met Clem while they 


were playing on the same bill, they had 
loved, they had married. She had re- 
tired with never a longing to return to 
the grease paints, the docked skirts, 
and the ditties of the "career" she had 
jocundly thrust behind for the life- of a 
wife and a mother—a full 'Hfe to her, 
with no regrets and no recriminations. 


Mother? O, yes, indeed. There was 


little Clem, the chubbiest little youngs- 
ter on the block, with wonderful big 
«ycs (his mother's) and a cackle that 
ran on for minutes at a time and took 
encores as Ions as any one would listen, 
a heritage from his papa, no doubt. 


That was Clements' establishment, 


husband, wife and son, with the addi- 
tion of Mrs. Haley, Mrs. Clements' 
mother. Ma, as she was titled in that 
household, had traveled for years with 
her daughter. She had never been what 
the theatrical manager Fees in night- 
mares and curses when in his moft 
bitter cups—the "stage mother," that 
sort which haggles and interferes; and 
demands that her precious daughter be 
headlined oved Harry I^auder, threat- 
ens that her child will not "go on" un- 
less the type in which her name is 
printed on the billboards be doubled in- 
stanter. 


A sane, reasonable, easy going wom- 


an was ma. She had approved of Clem, 
had retired with a sish of relief with 
her daughter, had set herself thence- 
forth to make married life a calm, be- 
nign existence for herself and every 
one who came under the soft sunshine 
of her amiable, ready, willing, diffident 
personality. 
As a mother she wan in- 


dulgent and devoted; as a mother-in- 
law she was friendly without becoming 
ofiflclously 
affectionate; as a grand- 


mother she was a marble p'ayinsr pal. 
a bedside nurse, a story telling saint, 
a beaming sweetheart. 


And Clem was happy. How could he 


have been less? 
He loved every one 


about him, and every one aboat him 
adored him; he was prosperous, he was 
healthy, he was what to him passed for 
being famous. Could Hfb give a man 
more than it gave Clem Clements? 


He thought not as he withdrew to the 


easy chair in the corner to take little 
Clem on his lap for a few minutes be- 
fore ho started off to Newark. 


Mrs. Clements glanced sit the clock, 


ran 
within, came forth with ti coat, 


overcoat, hat, muffler, and galoshes. 


"Como on, 'it's time to go," she said 


scntly. and Clem, smacking the little 
chap another kiss on his apple cheek, 
handed the boy to ma, shed his house 
gown, and slipped into his coat, then his 
ulster (no, monologists as a rule do 
not wear fur overcoats; give the devil 
what's coming to him), and put on his 
hat. 


Mrs. dements, on her tippytoes. be- 


gan to wrap tho .muffler about his neck. 
" 'Aw, gee, it isn't as cold as all that, 


is it?" he protested. 


"O, it's terrible—awful," 
said Mrs. 


Clements. 


"Frightful," chimed n*i— 
"You mustn't take any chances of 


catching a cold, babe," said Mrs. dem- 
ents. "You got four blocks ,to the sub." 


More from the warmth of the love 


that surrounded him than the heavy 
ovcrco.it and the woolly throat protector 
did Clem Clements radiate with the tem- 
perature of a happy man. 


He drew his wife to him and kissed 


her twice, 
lie chastely but sincerely 


gave ma a salute upon her cheek. Then 
he took the kid for a little farewell fon- 
dle, patted him, spanked him gently as 
only a proud father can spank his man 
child, returned to ma, kissed his wife 
again, tore for the door. 


"Uook out for the nutos puss," called 


Mrs. Clements after him. 


From the street he looked up, up for 


his best loved picture—his wife, with 
sonny on on arm and waving animated- 
ly with the other, ma smiling au revolr 
beside her, from the window of his 
home, the home where he was king 
over the loyal little domain, the homo 
that had recdemcd him from the mo- 
notonous hilarities of barrooms and re- 
claimed him from the four walled lone- 
liness of unfeeling hotels. 


Ho 
sighed 
with 
contentment 
and 


thanksgiving, he waved his mittcned 
hands, he disappeared around the cor- 
ner and hurried for the subway. 


Arrived at the theater, he hurried to 


his dressing room and "blacked up," for 
he was a devotee of the colored per- 
suasion in monologue; put on his ab- 
surd costume, went up to the stage 
to await his overture. 


The musical act was taking its ante- 


penultimate bow. Then would come tho 
run-off, the additional bows ("bends"), 
;ind then the reluctant encore enthnsi- 
asllciil'y rendered—the patriotic medley, 
bringing in "God Save 
the 
King," 


vest." which is tho vaudeville band's 
"Marseillaise," and "My Brudda Syl- 
offering as the national anthem of Italy. 
What a blessing the war has been to 
musical arts'. Before the war they were 


held down to "Hail Columbia," "March- 
Ing Through Georgia," "Tammany." *s>A 
other native battle hymns, with "Dixie" 
as the finale to catch the visitors from 
South Dakota and from Odessa, which 
is in the southern part of Russia. 


There It came now "Marseillaise" was 


now the climax, there being only one 
ttino that could top it, and that one for- 
bidden because whenever it was played 
the audience must rise. The applause 
was about as usual, the gold braided 
musicians "took" the third and last bow, 
as rehearsed; the street scene in'Venice 
came down from the flies on the can- 
vas curtain which shut off all but the 
segment of stage "in one" and the or- 
chestra struck up "My Wife's Gone to 
the Country, Hooray, Hooray," Clem- 
ents' entrance music.

"Try out" bits of fat from meats. 
Be sparing in the use of fat for fry- 


ing. Don't fry In so much fat that the 
Jcod Is greasy. 


Clarify fat after frying so that it 


may be used again. 


Gradually more and more housewives 


are being won over to a recognition 
tbat the varlus vegetable fats are quite 
as good and just as wholesome as thft 
lard and other animal fats which wo 
once used so lavishly. 
Even pics can 


be baked with tho vegetable fat sub- 


stitutes and produce as good results as 
if lard were used. 
Moreover, it isn't 


necessary to use as much of these fats 
as of the lard, and thus there is a 
saving in quantity as well as in price. 


"Trying out" raw fat is simple: 
Save every particle of fat from meats 


or poultry. Cut the IYu in small pieces, 
but throw away any pieces of skin 
that may adhere to them. 
Cook very 


slowly, and pour the melted fat in the 
container through a sieve. 


Such fat may be prepared so that It 


will add to the 
flavoring 
of foods 


cocHced in it. While trying out, add ona 
sliced onion, a spray of thyme, bay 
leaf, sweet marjorain, salt and pepper. 
If cornmeal mush or potatoes are fried 
dn this fat they will have a. very pleas- 
ant flavor. This fat can also be used In 
the making of crusts for meat pies or 
vegetable pics. 


Or course, It Js no longer true that 


housewives waste the fat In which food 
has been cooked, but in order to make 
it as good as fresh fat It should bo 
clarified before being put away.

Henshaw, one of the experts of the 
Bureau of Ethnology, writes- "Indian 
languages are so unlike European 
speech in sound and po different in 
structure- and character that it is not 
surprising thot erroneous conceptions 
concerning them should arise. The 
unlearned conceived the idea that 
the speech of all Indians of whatso- 
ever tribe was practically th<; same, 
that it contained hut a small num- 
ber of words, that to eke out its 
shortcomings the Indian was com- 
pelled to use trestiii et>, that il was 
hardly human speech, much less or- 
derly and well-developed language. 


"A comprehension of the manifold 
variety of Indian linguistic families, 
embracing a multitude of languages 
and dialects, of their rich \ocabular- 
ies, flexible grammatical methods. 
and general sufficiency to express 
any and all concepts the Indian mind 
is capabie of entertaining-; above all. 
of their capacitv. shared with more 
advanced tongues, of indefinite ex-

American people luive pnld for this 
w i l f u l and deliberate faKilication of

Practically everyone, even to this 


day, 
believes that Indians are dirty, 


filthy, greasy creatures, who know- 
nothing of cleanliness.

clothes, certainly, are filthy, as a rule, 
but the bodies of the Indians are 
more cleanly than 
those 
ot most 


white people, for they were all re- 
quired to take a weekly sweat and 
hot air bath, as a matter of religion. 
Win. Heath Davis, 
in 
his 
"Sixty 


Years in California," thus describes 
these sweat-bath performances: 


"1 have often seen tho Clear Lake 


Indians at their temascales, or steam- 
ing places. 
A large cavity was made 


in the ground, six or cig-ht feet deep, 
somewhat like a cellar, and tightly 
covered over with brush', with a lit- 
tle aperture for the smoke to pass 
out. 
In this cavity they made a very 


hot fire, and & number of them, men 
and women, nearly bare of clothing 
vsent in and subjected themselves to 
tile heating process, taking a hot air 
bath, keeping up a monotonous alng- 
ing all the time. 


They remained there from half an 


hour to un hour, or 
until entirely 


heated through so that the perspira- 
tion ran off them in streams. 
In 


that 
condition 
they 
rushed out, 


plunged into a pool in tho creek near 
l>vfc cooled off and washed, after 
which they retired to their 
habita- 


tions. 
I frequently witnessed this 


steaming- of tho Indians at the rancho 
of Mis Carillo, at Santa R'osa. 
and 


wondered that they were not in- 
si.-intly killed by the sudden transi- 
tioi from heat to cold: but 
never 


knew any of them to be injured by 
the practice 
These performances 


ulu.ijs look pLioe in the night"

rites abundantly testify

have burns his dead, but also burns 
all the effects of the deceased, 
so 


that their spirits may attend 
his 


spirit in the life be>ond the grave. 
But the exact kind of belief the In- 
dian haa is determined by the condi- 
tions of his life here. 
Where one 


has hunting grounds it is natural to 
assume that a happy hereafter will 
prowde excellent places for hunting; 
the fishermen look for good fishing; 
the basket maker to good 
places 


where willows gro^, etc. It is gen- 
erally believed and Henshaw so states 
that the beliefs of the Indian in a 
future life does not seem to have 
had any marked influence on 
the 


daily life and conduct of the Individ- 
ual. 
The American Indian seems not 


to have evolved the idea of hell and 
future 
punishment 
This 
latter 


.statement 1 think is true, but in re- 
gard to the former one I wish to call 
attention to the fact that the belief 
in a future life made the Indian a 
good warnor, 
brave, 
courageous, 


daring and because lie believed, he 
had no lear of death. 
In my own 


book, 
"The Indians' 
Secrets Of 


Health, or What the White Hace May 
Ixarn from the Indian," I have com- 
mented somewhat fully upon this and 
other beliefs and customs.

about the brutality of the Indian men 
in forcing the women to do all the 
li.ud work. 
Thi.s i« another fallacy.

arms, and to him belonged the 
chances and dangers of war. The 
making and administration of laws, 
the conduct of treaties, and the 
general regulation of affairs were 
in the hands of the men, though 
in these fields women also have im- 
portant prerogatives. 
To men were 


intrusted all the important cere- 
monies and most of the religious 
rights, also the task of memori7ini< 
tribal records and treaties as well 
as rituals, which involved astonish- 
ing- feats of memon. 
The chiel 


manual labor of the men was the 
manufacture of hunting and wnr 
implements, an important occupa- 
tion that took much time. 
The 


manufacture of canoes, also, wns 
chiefly man's work, and, indeed, in 
some tribes the men did the ."kin 
dressing and even made their wives' 
clothing 
Thus, in Indian society, 


the position of woman wns usually 
subordinate, and the Hnes of de- 
marcation between the duties of the 
sexes 
were- 
everywhere 
sharply 


drawn. 
Nevertheless, the division 


of labor was not so unequal as it 
might seem to the casual observer, 
and H is difficult to understand how 
the line could 
have been

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and their men, whether in camp or 
on tho march, must 'over be ready 
at a moment's warning to seize their 
arms and defend their homes and 
families. 


And tho popular error, which has 


lod to serious consequences, has had 
to do with tho white man's concep- 
tions In regard to the Indians' own- 
ership of lands. 
The exact nature 


of this ownership seems not to have 
been understood, and owing to this 
misunderstanding can bo attributed 
much trouble and bloodshed. 


Neither tho individual Indian nor 


tho family possessed vested rights 
land. 
Tho land belonged to the 


tribe as a whole, but individual 
families and clans might jvppro- 
priate for thoir own uso and tillage 
any portion of tho tribe's unoccu- 
pied domain. • Hence it was 
im- 


possible for a chief, family, clan, 
or any section of a tribe legally to 
soil or give away to aliens, to white 
or red, any part of the tribal do- 
main, and 
tho inevitable 
conse- 


quences of illegal sales or gifts wns 
bad feeling, often followed by re- 
pudiation of tho contract 
by tho 


tribo as a whole. Attempts by the 
whites to enforce- these supposed 
legnl sales were followed by dis- 
order and bloodshed, often by pro- 
longed wars. 


Another common fallacy Is that 


the Indians were "nomadic, having 
no fixed place, of abode, but wan- 
dering hither and yon as fancy or 
the 
necessities 
of 
existence 
de- 


manded. The term nomadic is not, 
in fact, properly applicable to any 
Indian tribe. Every tribe and every 
congeries of tribes, with few excep- 
tion, laid claim to and dwelt within 
the limits of a certain tract or re- 
gion, the boundaries of which were 
well understood, and wore handed 
down by tradition and not ordi- 
narily relinquished save to a supe- 
rior force. 
Between many of the 


tribes, 
indeed, 
debatable 
areas, 


owne<l by none, but claimed by all. 
which 
from 
time 
immemorial 


formed tho ca-uso of disputes and 
intertribal wars." 


One more popular fallacy about 


the Indians and I will leave the list, 
incomplete and yet large enough to 
demand attention from the thought- 
ful. 
This fallacy is that the Indian 


Is taciturn, dull, stolid, unimpres- 
sionable, and without any sense of 
humor. 
While the Indian can be 


as dignified as any person on occa- 
sion, and while ho does not, as a 
rule, allow the spontaneous exuber- 
ance of his nature to show Itself in 
the presence ot" the white man. 
whom he not unnaturally regards as 
his enemy, he is full of practical 
jokes of a ."omewhat wide character, 
takes in far more than he seems 
to do, and when any of his emotions 
are aroused, shows deep feeling and 
sympathy. 
Helen Hunt Jackson, in 


"Kamona,'' gives a true picture of 
tho better class of Indians in her 
Alessandro, and Constance Goddard 
DuBois in her "Soul in Bronze." 
and Norah Ellis Ryan in her "The 
Flute of the Gods," also present tho 
finer side of tho Indian. 
Later, 


when I come to discuss the "Humor 
of California." 1 shall be able to 
show that 
the Indian 
possessed 


quite a sense of humor and enjoyed 
fun of several varieties. 
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CHAPTER XXII. 


Downfall of the Missions. 


"The increase of white settlers," 


writes John T. Doyle, in the Century 
of January, 
1891, 
"bringing- 
with 


thorn the wants, ambitions, and f^-- 
tlom of modern life, was mconipat.uie 
with the continued success of institu- 
tions based, as tho missions were, on 
paternal nuthontv 
The 
Indians 


were infants In nil respocts except 
age and capacity for evil; and 
the 


^cttlers were subject to no restraints 
oxcopt those of tho civil authority, 
which was of tho weakest kind. Con- 
tact and intercourse with them cor- 
rupted the Indians and relaxed the 
bonds of 
discipline 
among 
them. 


Moreover the broad acres and 
the 
\ast hortls of the Missions excited 
the cupiditj of the settlers, who did 
not regard the properu of the friars 
and Indians in the snrne light as that 
of white people. 
Under these ln!lu- 


enccs the Mexican congress, in 1S33, 
passed H law for 
secularising 
the 


Missions, converting them into par- 
ishes, 
replacing 
the 
missionary 


priests !>j rur.itcs, and emancipating 
the Indians from their pupilage to 
the Church 
Administrators were 


1o be appointed for the temporali- 
ties of tho Missions, the proceeds ot 
which, after a small allowance for the 


maintenance of tho priest and the 
charges of public worship, were t'o be 
applied to public purposes. 


"Under this law the greedy politi- 


cians of the day were 
enabled 
to 


plunder the Missions pretty nearly 
to thoir heart's content. 
Adminis- 
trators wore appointed, who admin- 
istered away the tangible property 
in favor of .themselves and 
their 


friends with marvelous industry and 
celerity. 
People whose names -were 


held in esteem among- the colonists, 
members of the "first families," lead- 
ers in public opinion and public af- 
fairs, are recorded as having des- 
poiled the Missions of their lands 
and cattle by wholesale. 
The deso- 


lation wrought was so rapid and 
complete, and its effects on the Indian 
population so malign that the gov- 
ernment became alarmed and sus- 
pended the operation of the law. But ' 
it was too late; the 
mischief 
had 


been accomplished and the estab- 
lishments thoncefoith visibly 
de- 
cayed. 
A traveler of. 1840-41 says 


that at the Mission of San Jose as 
lato as 1S37 Father Gonzales turned 
over to the 
administrators 
17,000 


head of cattle, of which as many as 
S.OOO remained 
unappropriAted ,ln 


1S40, 
as well as 200 horses and 3,POO 


sheep, while four hundred 
Indians 


remained even at that late day gath- 
ered about the Mission. He was also 
much interested by a school, still in 
existence, where sixty Indian children 
surprised him by their progress »» 
elementary studies, especially arith- 
metic. 
In 1S34 (after the seculari- 


zation) San Luis Rcy had an Indian 
population of 3500 
and 
possessed 


.over 24,000 cattle, 10,000 horses, and 
100,000 sheep. 
It harvested 14.000 
fanegas of grain, and 200 barrels of 
wine. 
In the same year San Jose 


had 2300 neophytes, 
20,000 cattle, 


11,000 horses, and la,000 sheep, and 
harvested 10,000 fanegas of 
grain 


and 60 barrels of wine. 


"The ruin of the 
Missions 
was 


completed by the American conquest. 
The few remaining Indians were 
speedily driven or enticed away, for 
the rough frontiersmen who came 
over the plains knew 
nothing 
of 


Missionary friars or civilized Indians; 
they came here to squat on public 
land and respected no possession be- 
yond 160 acres, ami that only in the 
hands of one familiar with the Eng- 
lish language and modern weapons. 
None of the establishments retains 
its original character. Where popu- 
lation has grown up around the site, 
as at Santa Clara. San Francisco, ;oid 
San Rafael, 
they 
became 
parish 


churches. At other places squat- 
teis 
took 
possession 
of 
them, 


extruding priest and mayordomo im- 
partially, and in more than one case 
even the churches were sacrilegiously 
degraded to the use of stables and 
the like. 
In others many parts of 


the buildings were demolished for 
the sake of tho timber, tiles tind 
other building material they afford- 
ed."But although tho mission systeuv 
•was abolished, the Mission 
heids 


confiscated, the ranches spoliated, 
and the churches often abandoned 
and desecrated, they have formed the 
subject of much literature in 
the 
past few decades. 
References have 


already been made to this and the 
interested reader will find it an ex- 
tensive Held. 
A few further quota- 


tions will not ba out of place with 
which this department ot bur sub- 
ject must be closed. 
Several books besides my own "In 


and Out of the Old Missions of Cali- 
fornia," and "The Franciscan Mis- 
sions of California," deal with the 
subject In a generally historic man- 
ner. 
One of tho best ot 
these 
is 
Chase & Saunders' "California, Pa- 
dres and Their Missions." 
Here is 


tho brief but vivid account therefrom 
of the Mission San Gabriel: 


"The Mission San Gabriel and 
its 


quadrangle of buildings made a beau- 
tllul picture. It nestled against dis- 
tant hills, and neither stood out from 
the dim background 
nor 
entirely 


melted within it. 
It attracted the 


eye—this pink, yellow-gray of the 
little stone chapel crowned with dull- 
reddish tile and suppoited by a bul- 
wark of quaint 
buttresses relieved 


from monotony by a series 
of 
the 


steps ascending from the choir-loft, 
which rested over the main entrance. 
The side entrance was more attrac- 
tive than the main one; all else was 
lost in the beauty and charm of the 
tower of bells framed in adobe snd 
tule-roofed huts that spread about 
the Mission like an army, and weio 
tho homes of the hundred of Indian 
workers."

In a spirit of trembling and to take 
from them little hut what the chosen 


• few have pointed out is there. 
How 


much of the popular opinion of Dante 
Aliphieri, for instance, is formed by 


' independent 
study of The 
Divine 


Comedy and how mach is occasioned 
by the words that have been said of 
the poem? 


•T.'iat Dante has a spiritual mes- 


sage, particularly needed right now, 
an<2 one 
that vould be welcomed 


•were the 
awesome 
attendants re- 


moved from the introduction, is the 
belief of Henry 
Dwight Sedgwlck 


who has %vritten a sort of premier 
for ''those who seek in the great poet 
the teacher of the spiritual life." 


"Mr excuse is." says Sedgwick. who 


is an authority on Italy of the Middle 
Ages, "that interest in Dante among 
people who have not the time or the 
inclination to become serious stu- 
dents, is very widespread, more so, 
perhaps, than ever before, and as 
these people feel various sorts of 
curiosity about Dante, there may be 
those among them whose attitude to- 
wards Dante coincides with mine." 


Sedgwick's attitude is that there 


are many among us who 
feel no 


quickened response when the pedant 
says: 
"Dante is the 
voice of ten 


silent centuries" or "is the synthesis 
of mediaeval thought-" That is the 
kind of thing we have been hearing 
right along, and the very thing, be- 
lieves Sedgwick, that has caused us 
to put off, from time to time, a .none 
too strong resolution to learn some- 
thing of the man for ourself. Now, 
argues this writer, if we were to be 
told that Dante has written for us 
as a poet and a believer in eternal 
righteousness, and that as a. prophet 
of righteousness he has no peer since 
the time of the Apostles, we may 
resurrect that resolution. 


The book "Dante," by Sedgwick, 


then is to be for many a new intro- 
duction to a divine poet- The writer 
has sought, and has succeeded, in 
giving us a sense 
of personal in- 


timacy with Dante's 
spirit which 


could 
not, perhaps, he so clearly 


gained from a more erudite volume. 
Despite the fact that he is capable 
of so (Joins, Sedgwlck has not writ- 
ten a book that would claim to be 
a great work on Dante, but he has 
interpreted the spiritual appeal which 
the Divine 
Comedy has for every 


man. 
Ho has told the poet's story 


in a way to inspire closer friendship 
and for many to awaken a. genuine 
lovo which cannot fall in spiritual 
accession. 
Because of this book 


there will be more who will know 
Dante—and that is Sedgwick's ob- 
ject("Dante," by Henry Dwight Sedg- 
•wick: New Haven, Yale University 
Press, ?L50.)

book of more than 200 pages, de- 
scribes in detail the modern prin- 
ciple of rehabilitating disabled sol- 
diers and particular stress is placed 
upon the opportunities created 
by 


vocational training that enables dis- 
abled men to follow occupations and 
make a good living 
despite 
their 


handicaps. 


The author gives credit in his pre- 


face to a number 
of persons who 


have gained eminence because, of 
their work alonjr lines described in 
the book, and he says that most vital 
help has been received from mem- 
bers of the staff of the Red Cross 
Institute for Crippled and Disabled 
Men, He saws that many of the 
chapters have been criticised by num- 
erous authorities. 


Space is 
given to 
recording- of 


what is termed "A Record of Injus- 
tice," which deals with the period 
when a disabled man was considered 
a castaway of society, and the his- 
tory of the time during which the 
public generally and medical men 
and social welfare workers particu- 
larly began to awaken to the 
fact 


that not only was an injustice being 
done, the disabled, but society'1as a 
whole was a sufferer as well. 


While some of the examples cited 


to show that it is possible to place 
an armless, legless or sightless man 
in a position to be self-supporting 
are taken 
from this country, the 


greater part of the book cites what 
has been done in Europe since the 
war. 
England's 
colonies also are 


credited with 
having 
made great 


preparations for rehabilitating their 
returning soldier cripples. 


The book is profusely illustrated in 


a manner to convince that what has 
been written of is possible. Most of 
the Illustrations 
are 
of 
crippled 


French, English or Belgian soldiers, 
who are shown provided with arti- 
ficial arms and legs and performing 
worth-while tasks. 
One illustration 


shows that it is possible for a man 
with one hand and one leg to guide 
a horse and plow. Many of the pic- 
tures shown in the book were made 
public in this country through the 
medium of motion pictures sent out 
by the American Ked Cross, to which 
go the royalties from the. book.

er. We indulge a paradox when we 
think of the New England from the 
youth of Ticknor. Everett, and Long- 
follow down to Lowell's death as pro- 
vincial. It 
had 
its racy Yankee 


flavor, but the first two and others 
'introduced European scholarship to 
us: Longfellow quarried European 
literature, from Norse sagas and Ger- 
man leponrts to Danto, Lowell, com- 
ing later, at once scholar, enthusiast, 
poet nnd critic, broadened the ac- 
quaintance of Americans with the 
Continental 
intellect.—New York

Zane Grey finds his story-telling- 


inspiration in the West, where men 
always are pionecrinf at something, 


- and In tho latest novel by him, "The 


Desert of Wheat." he has elected to 
place the scene of his tale in the Big 
Bend country in Eastern "Washington 
where nature makes success attain- 
able 
only 
by continual 
warfare 


against heat, and cold, and drought, 
and where, when victory comes to 
the man who tills the soil incomes 
in prodigal fashion and heaps re- 
ward that makes a king's ransom 
resemble by comparison the widow's 
mite. 


Whatever question one may have 


with Grey as to his human charac- 
ters there is none who can g-ainsay 
his potency of description when it 
comes to making risible the land of 
which he tells. The writer of this 
review knows the Big Bend country 
and reading about it in "The Desert 
of Wheat" is identical with making- 
a trip through the land, with the 
exception that the hardships conse- 
quent thereunto are vicarious hard- 
ships when the trip Is via Zane Grej-. 


"The Desert of Wheat" starts in 


1917, shortly after this country has 
entered the war, and it is a story of 
the combat between the loyal farm- 
ers of the Big Bend country and the 
I. W. W., and their pro-German as- 
sociates. The hero of the story is 
the American born son of a German 
father, who is one of the 
wheat 


ranchers of tho Big Bend. It is a 
time of uncommon heat and there is 
no rain so that for a great part of 
the labors of the ranchers of tho Big 
Bend 
promise to be for 
naught- 


Wheat a foot or so high is burning, 
unheaded, 
under the fierceness of 


the sun, arid except where there IB 
water' available for partial Irriga- 
tion, will be a total loss. In assist- 
ance of this aid to German hopes 
the I. W. W. delegates are thronging 
the land threatening the loyal ranch 
hands and the ranchers themselves. 
They have started 
their sabotage 


campaign and fire the wheat that is 
ripening bj- the use of phosphorous- 


How one American youth, combat- 


ing the demands of 
his German 


father, and aligning 
himself with 


those his father considers enemies, 
makes his fight to save the wheat 
crop that the region does produce is 
part of the story. There is an ele- 
ment of romance of the sex-attrac- 
tion, as a sort of decoration to the 
greater romance of Titanic struggle. 
There be those who maintain that 
Grey's men and women are too mel- 
odramatic, but they do things, al- 
beit violently. 


In tho end the I. \V. W. defeat 


Kurt Dorn and his friends and 
though the wheat is harvested It is 
burned In the elevators and young 
Dorn is ruined. The shock and the 
labors to save the wheat prove fatal 
to the father, who dies In his fields 
with the words that he has been 


•* wrong his last message to his son. 


After several fights between 
the 


ranchers and the I. W. W.. the lat- 
ter are run out of the country after 
their leader has been 
lynched 
by 


hanging him to a bridge. Kurt Dorn 
resists the pleading of the girl he 
loves and who loves him, and re- 
fuses the offer of her father that he 
stay and manage the 
vast 
wheat 


ranches of Many Waters, the show 
place of the Big Bend country. 
He 


insists that he shall enlist and go to 
France. 


Of Kurt Dorn's experience as a 


soldier Grey writes well, and con- 
vincingly of the psychological effect 
war conditions have 
on one. who 


through long years of love of 
the 


soil and lack of human companion- 
ship has developed an 
imagination 


of peculiar activity. Dorn is wound- 
ed in a hand-to-hand fight against 
a number of Germans and finally Is 
sent to the United States to die, but 
the love of Lenore Anderson, daugh- 
ter of the owner of Many Waters, 
and her faith slowly draws him back 
from death and possible mental col- 
lapse in life, and in time he is again 
king in a realm of wheat.

Thus mused Evelyn Stanley as she 


sat in her room waiting for the man 
she had married six years before, 
and with whom she was to keep her 
first rendezvous. 


This is one of the situations cre- 


ated by Mary Hastings Bradley in 
her new novel, "The Wine of As- 
tonishment.' 
The story deals with 


situations and conditions that are 
not new but it deals with them in an 
unusual manner. 
On the jacket that 


covers the book It is stated that the 
story answers these questions: 


"Is a marriage of 'friendship' bet- 


ter than no marriage at all? 


"Is belief worth the risk of life? 
"Has the war swept away love Of 


ease and pride and won a victory 
for love? 


"Is a debutante an 
investment 


ready to pay dividends? 


"Is love a luxury that it Is often 


weakness to indulge? 


"Is a man to be bought by an- 


other man's money? 


"Has 
America 
reached an age 


when a girl must have a dowry to 
marry the man of her choice, or 
must a young man have inherited 
wealth?" 


There might be argument on the 


part of the reader as to whether or 
not the questions are answered. 
If 


they are it is not by any moralizing 
on the part of any of the characters 
in the story, but by the conclusion 
drawn by the reader from the ex- 
periences 
that 
are so vividly de- 


picted. There are some passages in- 
"The 
Wine of Astonishment" that 


might create the 
belief 
that the 


author has been engaged in social 
welfare work and as such a worker 
has become personally familiar with 
some of the less discussed phases of 
life. There is in the opening of the 
story a description of night life in 
Chicago that appears to hew to a 
fidelity of detail that is convincing 
except where it has to do with Jim 
Clarke, who is the hero of the story. 


On the whole the women of the 


story are more convincing- than the 
men who are the exception rather 
than the rule that governs humanity 
of the male suasion. 
But the story 


itself is interesting and it is quite 
probable that it will occasion more 
discussion than most of the books 
that have been published recently. 


Briefly, the story is of Jim Clarke 


and his love 
affair 
with 
Evelyn 


whose mother 
made 
her 
marry 


Christopher Stanley because he had 
money and 
Clarke did not. 
Even 


after the wedding date had been set 
Evelyn would have married Clarke 
had not Christopher, while she was 
trying to tell him that she could not 
live up to her agreement to consent 
even to a "marriage of friendship," 
told her that Clarke was an associ- 
ate of women of the underworld- 


There are many vicissitudes, and 


finally Christopher dies of a heart 
stroke as be is about to realize his 
greatest happiness. 
Clarke refuses 


to marry Evelyn unless sha will live 
according to his means, and again 
they separate, 
not to be reunited 


until they meet in Paris where he is 
recovering- from a wound and she 
is engaged in relief work. Then, to 
quote the jacket: 


"This book proves that the war is 


solving civilization's 
problems and 


has made love again triumphant" 


Incidentally it may be remarked 


that the title is taken from Psalms 
where it says: 
"Thou hast showed 


thy people hard things. Thou hast 
made us to drink the wine of 'aston- 
ishment."

Dutch Etchers of Seven- 
teenth Century Is Volume 
of That Name by Wil- 
liam Aspenwall Bradley. 


Another new book from The Yale 


University Press, that carries a dis- 
tinctive 
and. particular appeal is 


"Dutch Landscape 
Etchers of the 


Seventeenth 
'Century," by William 


Aspenwall Bradley. 


"My aim in this volume," says the 


writer, "is to trace the development 
of Dutch 
landscape 
etching as a. 


period when the art first attained 
full and characteristic 
expression. 


A'o other book, in English, quite cov- 
ers the same ground." 
Mr. Bradley 


begins with the "primitives," Her- 
cules and Seghers and Esais van de 
Velde, and deals with all the more 
important and many of the minor 
men of the period, 
omitting only 


Rembrandt, concerning- whose work 
so much has already been written. 
The lives, aims and peculiar abilities 
are treated briefly and the descrip- 
tions of the various characteristic 
etchings are handled in a manner 
that is illuminating and, at times, 
poetic in their literary quality. He 
has an ability to visualize pictures 
in words that is complemented by 
the inclusion in the book of a large 
number of admirable reproductions 
of prints and drawings, for the most 
part from the collection of the Mu- 
seum of Fine Arts in Boston. 


"Thus both Zeeman's and B'ack- 


huysen's ships seem to us vital, sen- 
tient creatures, like the ships of few 
other artists whom we know, and 
give us an almost 
mythic irnpresT 


sion of elemental life as though the 
fabrics made by men's hands were 
.really the offspring of the old sea- 
fnonsters, so often 
represented by 


Backhuysen on his steering boards, 
and sometimes, fancifully, 
in the 


water itself. Studied as they are, in all 
the detail of their rigging—though 
the effect is never baldly realistic—

feverish devotion to his work, to 
which, he set his hand after having 
put behind him a commercial career 
in which ho had attained a_ notable 
success—a publisher, to bo "explicit. 


But he wanted to become a 


painter and nothing else mattered. 


That was about ten years ago. 
The painter is an intellectual, with 


a good.endowment of emotlonalis:n 
—enough to fire him into a fine frenzy 
to achieve the thing he sets out "to 
do. Dogged is the word. He never 
let go, even when the wickied lingers 
of pneumonia closed 
around him 


last year and his friends condoned 
with each other ox-er the loss of so 
sincere a painter to tho California 
group. 


That period of enforced quiescence 


appears to have stimulated his fer- 
vor and given him time to think and 
study. As I said before, the painter, 
is an intellectual, and no moment 
of waking- went into the limbo of 
Nothing-done. 


And as a result he blossoms forth 


in a show of landscapes and por- 
traits, many of them of a quality to 
set the town by the ears. 


Notable is the portrait of. Got- 


tarde Piazzoni. dean of California 
artists, painted in a low key that 
expresses the soul of the translator 
of California's brown hills.

And we find him

ascetic quality in the painter is thus 
emphasized in the properties

head is half inclined to the front, 
the 
face 
bearing a contemplative 


look 
that 
characterizes the poet- 


painter m repose. 
And through a 


window one glimpses the lazy brown 
hills of Marin, so understood and 
belo\ed by the painter. 


The portrait is one of the most 


satisfying 
accomplishments of the 
year. 


If Mr. Hobart bad done but this 


since he vanquished the bacilli that 
assailed him he would have had an 
achievement 
of distinction to his 


credit. 


To ask Mr. Piazzoni to sit is ex- 


pressive of a fer\id confidence. 


To paint him and please him is 


an achievement 
For it is axiomatic 


that the poet among painters is a 
hard critic—harder 
upon himself, 


however, than upon others. So high 
are his standards that they are rare- 
ly attained, but he scorns compro- 
mises, like the primitives of old. 


The color quality of the portrait 


is a joy—harmonious and what is 
more to the point, a psychic choice. 


The portrait of Miss Louise Ma- 


honey, fellow-painter, is an interest- 
Ing interpretation of a variable type.

The >oung artist finds in China-

War Memorials—What 
Should They Be? 


In every village and town in the 


country—in every 
country in the 


world that warred—a movement is 
on foot to honor the 
memories of 


those that bore the burdens of battle. 


The sentiment is unanimous. The 


only divergence that may possibly 
arise concerns the fcrth it may take. 


As the 
days go by the Oakland 


Committee of One Hundred is in re- 
ceipt of suggestions that shall suy to 
the world what is in Oakland's heart. 


Already a suggestion is abroad that 


a shaft designed sonio time ago, and 
at that time lobbied for quite briskly, 
be adopted by Oakland as a "tem- 
porary monument," at the cost of 
$20,000. 


The propaganda for the "tempor- 


ary" affair seems to be carried on 
among the clubs with a. deal of en- 
ergy. The suggestion that "some- 
thing be done to show the boys" is 
an alluring, if specious, 
argument. 


And there is danger of its slipping 
by unless somebody is watching. And 
we would spend the rest of our lives 
with an inadequate, unbeautiful, un- 
interesting thing that, for sentiment's 
sake, be difficult to remove. So, let 
us keep an eye open for such a tac- 
tical 
blunder, and build constiuc- 


tively for something that will be 
worthy of the Idealism it epitomizes. 


The plan that holds the support of 


large groups of Oakland men and 
women—and that won the unani- 
mous support of the Oakland Club 
and the individual support of groups 
in the Oakland 
Center, 
following 


talks upon tho problem embodies the 
elements that must be borne in mind 
—adequacy, beauty and 
idealism. 


And in addition, it carries tho un- 


necessary but wholly commendable 
factor, usefulness. 


Now what form is It that embodies 


all these qualities? 


Let us visualize what wo hare- to 


build to, or on. 


Oakland's greatest aesthetic asset 


is Its lake and the lovely park that 
surrounds it. It gives to the conti- 
nental 
terminal 
town the 
most 


uniquely 
beautiful . feature of any 


other city in the United States. And 
visiting artists—they who are artists 
because of their swift appreciation of 
beauty—invariably assert that Lake 
Como Is not more beautiful than-the 
blue pond that lies in tho heart of 
Oakland. 


Now, if we are to prore ourselves 


tho appreciators of beauty that we 
like to think ourselves, then we must 
put our memorial near our most 
beautiful spot—the lake. So much 
for that. 


Now for the plan—rather the sug- 


gestion of a plan. 


Oakland, as all who read and feel 


are aware, possesses a. museum of 
natural history and its by-products. 
They are today most inadequately 
and unsafely housed. 
If destroyed 


by fire, the loss would be irrepara- 
ble, absolutely. 


And Oakland, as all who read and 


feel are aware, possesses a municip- 
ally owned art gallery. It is not in 
danger of fire, but it is in danger of 
suffering from indigestion. The gal- 
lery is too small for the big things 
that arc in the wings, and the nee'd 
of an adequate 
gallery is obvious. 


The start—which is always the big 
thing—has been 
made, and .made 


nobly. 


Now, the suggestion i.s seriously 


made that 
Oakland 
combine- - the 


qualities of adequacy, 
beauty 
and 


idealism with usefulness—that Oak- 
land's tribute to her heroes be ex- 
pressed in a memorial dome, suggest- 
ing the concept of the Maybcck dome 
in the Palace of Fine Arts, -uniting 
two building units, one an Art Gal- 
lery and tho other a Museum, to be 
raised 
somewhere on the vwooded 


shores of tho lake. 


The dome, then, would become the 


aesthetic expression of the Demo- 
cratic Sacrifice, with possibilities of 
epic sculpture or mural decoration. 
And the themes could be planned by 
a competent commission, to be exe- 
cuted by future generations, as has 
been done for centuries in the Olfl 
World, and with such cultural effect 
upon oncoming generations. 


On this subject, it is Interesting to 


note that the January Art World, in 
a similar discussion, speaks at length 
of notable examples of war memor- 
ials, and refers to our townsman — 
Douglas Tilden's—Spanish-American 
War 
Monument in San Francisco 


(Market and Van Ness) as one of 
three worthy examples In Amerlca. 
The others are Herman A. MacNeil's 
Soldiers' and Sailors' Monument, and 
St. Gauden's 
Monument to Colonel 


Shaw, Boston. 


Is that not 
something for far- 


away California?

Supporting tho plea for the best 


aond the noblest, hero Is what Hon. 
Sir Alfred Mond, Bart first commis-

has to say in the current 


American Magazine of Art: 


"A war has been fought for a jreat 


Ideal—tho liberty of the world—and 
the memorials must succeed In em- 
bodying this ideal. 
Of coun«, lo- 


cality, site, surroundings, and local 
associations must all be carefully re- 
garded. It might be possible to have 
some central idea on the lines, per- 
haps, of beautiful 
market crosses, 


which are to bo seen in many of the 
older towns. 


"The Royal Academy recently had 


a conference on this subject, in which 
I took part, and have, I believe, 
formed a very strong committee ol 
eminent architects and sculptors, who 
will be prepared to assist In an ad- 
visory capacity local authorities and 
others contemplating the erection of 
war memorials,. This is undoubtedly 
a movement entirely in the right di- 
rection, for it will enable 
the best 


geniuses of our time to find real ex- 
pression and to prevent any flagrant 
breach of taste being perpetrated. 


"A Committee of the Houses of 


Parliament has already been consid- 
ering the question of a war memo- 
rial to be erected to its fallen mem- 
bers and members' sons, to the offi- 
cials of both Houses of Parliament, 
and their sons albo. The commission, 
for the memorial has been entrusted 
to Mr. Bertram Mackennal. M. V. 
O., A. R. -\ , and will be placed un- 
der the great window just inside the 
public entrance to1 the House of Com- 
mons, and fating Westminster Hall. 


Of course the Imperial War Mu- 


seum, when it comes to be erected, 
and the other museum throughout 
the country, such at> that to be es- 
tablished in Scotland, will naturally 
of themselves be permanent records 
of the great endeavor of the nation, 
for enclosed within their walls will 
be a perpetual remembrance of the 
activities of the country during the 
war. While not in themselves sym- 
bolic monuments of the war, 
but 


rather illustrations of the events to 
commemorate all that has been suf- 
fered and endured, the buildings will 
lend themselves very 
naturally to 


combination with monuments of a 
sculptural 
character. 


"I feel certain that to this almost, 


sacred question earnest and reTerent 
consideration will be given, and that 
neither artistic efforts nor the means 
to carry them out will be stinted 
when tho time comes; and I have 
little doubt that the country will de- 
mand from 
the 
government some 


great national monument which will 
express to 'all time and generations 
its profound gratitude and devotion 
to those countless numbers who 
gladly gave their lives that it could 
live."

Just how ranch -is available, even by correspondence, in these 


courses is worth the inspection of many persons to whom actual 
individual or class instruction, especially in musical theory, is de- 
nied. The value of the courses for an Eastbay resident is largely 
enhanced by the proximity of the university and the quick trans- 
mission of corrected and explained lesson sheets this affords. 
The personnel of the teaching staff 


Is another earnest of the seriousness and 
Quality of tho instruction offered. Be- 
Fide the executive administration. Urn 
includes Professor Arthur Farwell, act- 
Ins head of the department, and Pro- 
fesbor Charles Louis Seeder, when hf 
returns: Edward G. Stncklen.

TRIALS OF A FIGHTER. 
"The night was bitter cold and the 


trench we occupied was like a refrig- 
erator. To make matters worse, 1 
had an ulcerated tooth and my jaw 
looked a trifle lopsided. The trenches 
ran along the side of a rather high 
hill, the top of which looked like a 
volcano from/ four years of constant 
shelling. It was not far from Dead 
Man's Hill, which figured so prom- 
inently in the Verdun battle. 
"I must say that we were, impress- 
ed with the seeming impr'egnibility 
of the positions which faced, us. Be 
fore we could leave our position on 
the mountain it was necessary to cut 
through 200 yards of barbed wire, 
which, was made the more inaccessi- 
ble by four years' growth of brush, 


INFERNO EV FRONT, 
"The barrage opened at 2:30 p. m, 


The valley to our front became a 
veritable inferno. A thousand guns 
barked their chorus. Someone said 
the 
barrage that night cost the

"It was stfll dark and flares and 
rockets of all descriptions were sent 
up to light our way. A heavy fog 
aided the smoke to obscure the way 
and the flares only made the scene 
more thastly. We cut our way to the 
bottom of the hill through the wire 
and went forward. Fritz was on the 
job with his machine gun and we 
were raked. It was Impossible to see 
over a, lew yards, the, companies be- 
ing scattered, and it was every.man 
for himself. 


BtJIJ/ETS EVERYWHERE. 
"We started out in groups, dash- 


Ing from one shell crater to another. 
At first we started off In a skirmish 
line, but the bullets came so fast that 
the skirmish line vanished. I saw one 
fellow drop with a bullet through 
hia arm. and 
another 
with one 
through his hip. The fellow nert to 
me lost his bayonet, a bullet clipping 
It off. 
"I leapt for a shell hole. I landed 


with a splash, for it was half full of 
water. Unfortunately, my rifle went 


in first. I paused for a moment to 
clean it. A lieutenant separated from 
his outfit came by and I joined him. 
Before long there were eight men o 
so in the bunch and we went for 
ward. 
"It was impossible to 
determine 


where the bullets were coming from 
on account of the smoke and fog. / 
Boche avaiator fastened his eagle ey 
upon us and proceeded to do his bl 
by squirting lead in our direction 
The little lead things went thud 
thud, thud,' right at your neels, and 
I found It very annoying. Then there 
was the counter-barrage to.contenc 
with, three-inch shells which cam'e 
over too frequently. 


LAST DATS ARE WORST. 
"At 2 o'clock we captured Very 


aided by the French tanks. Had 3 
royal chance to gather

Seven days 
afterward we were still on the line. 
The last three days were worse than 
the first.

"By mornins we were ready fo;

'offering offensive, criticism, of the 
plan," Hill said. "There are many 
admirable features in it;

but in'view of complications that I 
believe, are certain to arise,.! would 
wish to qualify our participation in 
any compact by precisely the words 
that wcro employed in accepting The 
Hague convention in 1S39 and again 
in 1907." 


QUOTES RESTRICTION. 


Hill, who^is a member of the per- 


manent administrative council of 
The Hague and a former ambas- 
sador to Germany, quoted this re- 
striction as follows: . 


. . "Xothing contained in this con- 
vention shall be so construed as to 
require tho' United States of Amer- 
ica to depart from, its traditional 
policy of not intruding- upon, inter- 
fering with or entangling itself in . 
the political questions or policy or 
internal administration of a. foreign ' 
state; nor shall anything contained I 
in tho said convention be construed j 
to imply a relinquishment by the 
United States of America of its tra- 
ditional

American questions." 


"That we should faithfully per- 
form our part in the preservation of 
peace among the nations and In de- 
fense-of the great principles of in- 
ternational law no patriotic Amer- 
ican, I am sure, would for a mo- 
ment doubt," Hill continued. ' "But 
this does not require our entering 
into an unlimited obligation in all 
•circumstances to asisume protection 
of distant peoples; to cnicr into 
their ..disputes;, to place 
our re- 


sources at tho disposal of a central 
authority that may at some time 
be dominated by a combination of 
interests adverse to our own; to 
submit to foreign control our stand- 
ards of life, our conditions and re- 
wards of labor, and even power 
over our fortunes and our lives.

However little the average motorist 


jmay. know about his storage battery, he 
Iknows at least that it must bo given 
idistillate water 
at 
regular intcrvals- 


jMost motorists do it without having any 
.idea why it is necessary. 


Tho water that the car owner puts 


ilnto his storage battery replaces that 
which has evaporated. 
The rate of 


evaporation naturally depends moro or 
less upon the weather. 
In summer 


the batter should be filled up at least 
once a week because In !iot weather 
evaporation is quicker. In winter it is 
generally necessary only once every two 
weeks. 


BATTERY MAY OVERHEAT. 


The conditions upon which a car is 


operated also helps determine the fre- 
quency of filling. For instance: 


The charging of the battery generates 


heat in 
it- 
This 
naturally makes 


evaporation quicker, so that If a car 
is being run over long distances with 
infrequent stops and sparing use of the 
lights there is a tendency for the bat- 
tery to become heated, sometimes in 
fact, overheated. The owner of a car 
run under such conditions will natur- 
ally find it necessary to Gil his battery 
with distilled water more frequently 
than the man who is using his machine 
for city running with frequent stops 
luid low speed, hence, 
low rate of 


.•charging. 


Under no conditions whatever should 


•the car owner himself put acid in the 
battery to bring tho electrolyte Up to 
the proper specific gravity. 


AMOUNT OF ACID CONSTANT. 
Normally, no matter how run down 


the battery may be. charging will re- 
store it and restore the specific gravity 
of the electrolyte. Tho amount of acid 
in the electrolyte remains constant. It 
is the water only that evaporates. Ad- 
ding acid, then, does not restore tho 
battery but ruins it, for it makes the 
Solution too strongly acid, thus causing 
rapid disintegration of the plates and 
general breakdown of the battery. 


It is imperative to use distilled water 


or pure rain water that has not Corn* 
in contact with any metal Any mineral 
substances or foreign chemicals In the 
electrolyte will not 
only 
upset 
the 


chemical action that goes inside tho 
battery but will rapidly ruin the plates- 


Keeping the battery filled with water 


means keeping the plates covered one- 
half inch with the electrolyte. This is 
absolutely necessary not only for the 
preservation of the plates themselves 
but to enable these plates to do their 
work. 


On the other hand, when the battery 


is being charged, 
I here is great dan- 


ger of its being ruined from overheat- 
ing,- because the charge which it re- 
ceives is designed r.o affect the whole 
batten"—that is, all of each plate. If 
the plates aie not covered with elec- 
trolyte the whole plate is not effected 
by tho charge. 


From all this it will be scon that the 


car owner has to keep his battery 
filled with water to get the best service 
out of It.

A WOMAN Ef LNTDUSTTKY 
SPKAKS TO CTiimWOMKX 


Anent an article in these columns 


a few weeks ago in which well- 
known women were quoted aa.say- 
ing that women in industry would 
be glad to go back into their homes 
and let the men support the family 
if the men were paid a living wage, 
a woman who works has something 
to say. 


She came into the office with .the 


article in question in her hand, and 
this is what she said; "Last sum- 
mer I jworked in three canneries in 
Oakland. Women were called upon 
to save the fruit. • I went and I 
found that canning fruit is woman's 
work. They do it better than men. 
Ono cannery had a playground.for 
tho children: of course, a woman 
cannot work well if her children-are 
on her mind: but when they can 
take their |HlUo children with them 
and leave Jtlicm in tho playground 
and the ol/Ior children can come- to 
the'-playground after school, she is 
happy at her w.ork. Of course they 
would rather.stay in tlir-ir homos, 
and it's all very well for women 
to theorize about hoiv much hap- 
pier the family would be if the'men 
were paid a wage sufficient to take 
care of his family properly; but n 
laborer who hag a wife and several 
children cannot take care of them 
properly on what ha earns. Th« 
wife ig forced to work and will not 
the women In power see to it that 
conditions in the factories aro im- 
proved? Will not the women who 
meet in powerful organizations try 
to get every industrial plant whore 
women are employed to establish a 
playground? Will not the women 
of leisure try to make present con- 
ditions more tolerable for those, who 
do have to work, rather than talk- 
so much about how much happier 
women would .be if men were paid 
more?"

three canneries last summer and 
who says "let tho women work if 
th'-y want to, but make conditions 
more comfortable for them, is Mrs. 


i Mary E. Shumard of Richmond, and

One cannery where she worked 


had a playground for the children— 
a small thing, to bo sure, for an 
industrial plant to provide—but U 
made all the difference in the world 
to the women who w'ork—the differ- 
ence between having their, children 
"on their minds1' or having them in 


custom making it the only respect- 
able thing she could do. 


With the war came women's op- 


portunity, and it was found that 
there -was a world of things a 
woman could do, not only retaining 
her respectability but acquiring a 
great deal of honor—all professions 
and business were not only opened 
to her, but they were crying for her 
to come and take her place. 


And now comes the time where 


in many instances she Is asked to 
get out. 
The men are. returning 


from tho war; she has had a taste 
of stimulating life practicing 
her 


profession or using her education 
just as a man would who had had 
the same college training. Teaching 
Is a notoriously underpaid profes- 
sion and she has been earning a 
salary commensurate- with her tal- 
ents so the Idea of going back into 
the profession of teaching or enter- 
ing it for the first time is not an 
attractive one. 


But, as has been said, there has 


not been any place where she could 
find out exactly who needed her 
and what she could do. 


The "United States Department of 


Labor ostablishod throughout tho 
country federal employment bu- 
reau^ but it was soon found that 
these did not entirely fill tho need; 
'there was a class of labor which 
involved highly trained. minds, spe- 
cialists, and the labor bureaus, al- 
though, they have in many instances 
found "jobs" for college graduates, 
they did not entirely fill tho. bin. 


The federal government, recog- 


nizing this condition, hag appointed 
Elizabeth Kemper Adams, a Vassar 
graduate, as head of a national bu- 
reau of vocational opportunities for 
women in connection with tho de- 
partment of Women's Work. 


The 
Collegiate 
Alumnae, 
over 


two years ago, started a survey of 
the field of opportunity for women 
which consumed one year.

With 
the first appearance of the dlaeas 
among, them they were fed other foo^ 
from, the common kitchen. Health 
was, :indeed, at factor to which th 
prisoners did not m general pay par 
ticular attention, so that both th 
doctors had their hands full, not onl 
to..cure but to prevent.

Apollo couldn't train them on an audience as 
Cobb does. A handsome roan couldn't make his 
points at all 
A Taft Story 


I came across an interesting story about for- 


mer President Taft which may be retold appro- 
priately just at this time. There has been con- 
siderable discussion of the possibility of his fig- 
uring in the next presidential campaign.

is not an overplus of candidates so far, and it is 
remembered that he was snch a safe president, 
and such a good loser when he was so ingloriously 
defeated for a second term, that the country turns 
a warm side to him now. The story concerns a 
Roosevelt man who had a talk with him in 1907. 
He told Taft frankly that he was for Roosevelt; 
that lie believed that Roosevelt could be nominat- 
ed and eleded. notwithstanding that Roosevelt 
had declared to him that under no circumstances 


M inild he consent to have his name presented, and 


t hat he, Roosevelt, was for Taft The latter's good 
natuml reply was, "I hope your desire may be 
realized. 
H vrould be a mighty fine thing, for 


with Uoosevelt President again, and with Chief 
Justice Fuller retiring from the Supreme Court, 


1 might be named as Chief Justice, and I am 
much better fitted for that place than for Prest- 
dent." 
McAdoo and the Movies 


l! i.s understood that Douglas Fairbanks is re- 


HK.ni.Mble for William G. McAdoo's induction in 
ihe mo\ing picture business. 
They became ac- 


ijuaioied through the engineering of the last 
Liberiy loan. 
Fairbanks was the star booster, 


lia\ mg such extraordinary success that he attract- 
ed ihc attention of the former Secretary of the 
Treasury. It was not long till they fell to chum- 
ming, and it is believed that the opening afforded 
by the organization of the "Big Five"—David W. 
Griffith, ilary Pickford, Charles Chaplin, Douglas 
Fairbanks and "William Hart—was one of the 
reasons why McAdoo resigned in what the public 
regards as a summary manner. McAdoo is a live 
wire, a fact which was abundantly demonstrated 
in the successful handling of the four Liberty 
loan campaigns. The story that he is to re- 
ceive ?200,000 a year may or may not be so, but 
it i.s recognized that the sen-ices of such a man 
are invaluable- 
But it is a little grotesque for a 


man to be groomed and boomed for the presidency, 
and less than a year later go into a moving pic- 
ture business. 
Interesting Coincidence 


There is a strange coincidence in the cases of 


John Skelton Williams and William R. Williams. 
John SkeUon Williams is the controller of the 
national treasury, and William R. Williams was 
the superintendent of the state banks of Califor- 
nia. The incumbents of both positions have to 
do with the regulation of banks and bankers. In. 
a recent hearing before the Senate committee on 
banking a Washington banker said the controller 
had the bankers "scared stiff'—thus putting it in 
unbankable parlance. He appeared to mean that 
the official's methods had made the financiers so 
shy that they would not appear and give testi- 
mony as to the advisability of abolishing the of- 
fice of controller. 
These facts came out through 


the proposal to reappoint Williams. 
The Cali- 


fornia Williams had the bankers of the State .;o 
•well in hand that they were similarly circum- 
spect; and when he resigned lately there was a 
noticeable absence of regret among our financiers. 
Which is saying nothing derogatory to either. In 
fact, nothing of that character is urged by any- 
bodyX It is only observing a"-somewhat remark- 
able coincidence in names and 'situation?. 
A Woman Playwright 


Charlotte Thompson, who died in New York on 


the 30th instant, had hosts of friends among the 
literary and dramatic folk of this city, where she 
was born thirty-five years ago. 
She won a na- 


tional reputation as a dramatist, being one of the 
very few women who achieved undoubted and re- 


peated success in this direction. Her best known 
play was ''The Awakening of Helena Ritchie/' a 
dramatization of Margaret Deland's novel. More 
familiar, perhaps, is "Rebecca of Sunnybrook 
Farm," in which she collaborated with Kate Dou 
las Wiggin, author of the story. 
But her 
dra- 


matic work embraced a large number of creations 
and several adaptations, and she was regarded as 
having the true dramatic instinct 
She had just 


finished a play, ''Hempficld.'' adapted from 
Ray 


Stannard Baker's novel of that name, which has 
not yet been produced. 
She was a sister of the 


late prank Thompson, for years one of the best 
known clubmen of the city. 
She is survived by 


a sister residing in this city. 
A Harbor Traffic Manager 


The Harbor Board, in employing Walter A. 


Sweat as traffic manager, has been accused of 
taking hunch from the movement to switch con- 
trol of the harbor from, the State to the city, 
which has outlined a plan in which such function- 
ary with a big salary figures; but it disclaims any 
such, impelling force- 
Members say it is in line 


with the growing demands of the time and the 
increasing and changed conditions of commerce. 
It might be reasonably wondered \\hy a business 
representative, acquainted with commercial traf- 
fic, was not installed in. this body long ago. There 
would seem to be plenty for such official to do. 
ME. Sweat comes from Stockton, where he wns 
the traffic manager for the Stockton Chamber of 
Commerce- He was not long in that position, but 
seemed to impress the community which was loath 
to see him, go. As to the movement to change 
the harbor control from State to city, there docs 
not seem to be much worry about it on the part 
of those really concerned. Big shippers and ship 
owners are inclined to a unified control of all the 
barbors about the bay. rather than splitting it up 
and making the various controls more intensely 
competitive. 
The Colonel's Solicitude 


Colonel Mnllalley has devoted all of his time 


since his return to securing jobs for the men of 
the "Grizzlies."' 
He became very much attached 


to them in the considerable time that they served 
under him- 
He has secured places for a hun- 


dred of them, and declares that his own affairs 
can wait until he sees the work through. 
He 


says the men went through a training and gen 
era! experience that especially fits them for al- 
most any class of work. 
They showed their 


American metal not only physically, but men- 
tally. He was astonished to find young men who 
had not known hard physical work or sustained 
endeavor buckling to it and going through the 
most fatiguing and prolonged drills and soldier 
work without a murmur of dissent. 
And they 


were equally anxious to study, taking advantage 
of every opportunity in that. 
Some of them 


disclosed surprising aptitude, and he in sure that 
if the facts could be generally understood as to 
their capabilities, not one of ihe Grizzlies would 
long want a job. The regard which he manifests 
for those who served with him indicates that of- 
ficers and men were on unusually amicable terms. 
New Soldier Organization 


Speculation is often indulged in as to the form 


the organization will take of the two mil- 
lions of young and active Americans who went 
across and fought to make the world safe. For it 
is conceded that in this era of organization some 
sort of national body will ovohe which will pre- 
serve and nourish the traditions of a great epoch, 
as the Grand Army of the Republic did in another 
time. This last named organization, launched at 
Decalur, 111.. April 6, lSt>(>, almost a year after the 
civil war ended, was one of the most powerful 
organizations for at least four decades that the 
country has known. Remembering ils political 
strength there is likely to be an effort to organize 
on lines that will at least develop this feature. 
Considering the great number of women who 
joined in the crusade aud were regularly attached 
to military and ministering formations, and that 
they vote in so many States and are soon to vote in 
all of them, it is surmised that they will be con- 
sidered in fuller fellowship than they were in the 
great organization that grew out of the civil war. 
The Appointment of Herron 


Because California is a little nearer the Bol- 


shevik center than other parts of the country, 
and feels itself a little more familiar with it 
through having harbored some who attained 
bloody eminence in the Russian cataclysm, 
it 


takes unusual interest in the appointment by the 
President of Professor George D. Herron and 
William Allen White to parley at Prinkipo with 
the emissaries of Trotsky and Lenine. 
White 


will be identified as the Kansas editor who ex- 
plained what was the matter with Kansas—it had 
been "raising hell and was suffering from overpro- 
duction"—and also as one of the editors of a Cal- 
ifornia publication acrimoniously devoted to the 
uplift while the State was being saved from those 
who then had it in charge and taken over by the 
savers. 
Hcrron is one of those advanced per- 


sons who was away out in front of any socialistic 
cult fifteen years ago, and has kept ahead ever 
since. 
Almost simultaneously with Herron-'s ap- 


pointment a Kew York jury in the case of the 
United States government against Scott Nenring, 
the American Socialist Society and the Rand 


School of Social Science was informed that the 
Rand School, accused of disseminating articles 
tending to obstruct the nation's war activities, 
owed its endowment to Professor Herron. 
Pro- 


fessor Herron's wife, who died in 1914, was Car- 
rie Rand, daughter of E. D. Rand of Burlington, 
Iowa, and the school was named for the Rand 
family, which participated in the endowment 
Because of this endowment the school was able to 
operate on an extensive scale, having 5000. stu- 
dents a year. 
This endowment comprehended a 


bookstore, which published hearing's book, "The 
Great Madness," which was pronouncedly against 
the national efforts in the war. A witness testi- 
fied that among students of the "school" men and 
boys of the draft age predominated. All of these 
facts move the jS~ew York $«n to declare that 
"such a man ought to be kept where he can do no 
harm. It is a scandal of the first magnitude that 
he should have the opportunity, as a represent- 
ative of the United States Executive, to misrep- 
resent American opinion and policy and pur- 
poses." 
Like Our Dictagraph Case 


They seem to be doing in Michigan some such 


thing ihat was carried on here in the dictagraph 
business. 
The Senate refused action in the 


!Newberry-Ford senatoral election case. Protest 
was filed against Newberry being permitted to 
take his seat Such a protest was. found to be in- 
competent, irrevelant and immaterial, for Ixew- 
berry is not to be a member of this Senate, but the 
next one. The unsubstantial ground upon which 
the protest was based was acknowledged before 
serious consideration was given it, and the matter 
there rested- But Senator Townsend recently 
offered a resolution, which was adopted without 
opposition, setting forth that twenty-five men 
representing themselves to be agents of the De- 
partment of Justice have been engaged in unlaw- 
ful and unwarranted practices in Michigan, and 
asks the names of authorized government agents 
in that State. The Department of Justice at once 
made the announcement that inquiry into the 
election of Senator Isewberry had been sanctioned 
by it 
But the fart had to be smoked out, which 


places the enterprise on the same plane as our 
famous instance- Both of them wore surreptitious 
and authorized by cabinet officials. 
The Wheat Obligation 


Because California was a great wheat State 


and was induced by war exigencies and adminis- 
trative promise to revive its former agricultural 
industry there has been much concern over the 
government keeping its promise to buy the 
country's wheat at $2.26 a bushel. Much greater 
areas than had been sown in recent years are this 
year devoted to the cereal, and the war being over, 
Hie world price has gone down below $1.20. The 
prospect of having a mass of wheat on hand and 
having to sell it for less than cost has been rec- 
ognized as a possibility. This is in a measure 
allayed by the administration's wheat control bill 
which has been launched in the House and is now 
on its way. It hasn't become a law yet, and there 
h none too much time for the inevitable discus- 
M'OHS. Some facts concerning it are impressive. 
A ?1.000,000,000 revolving fund is one of its fea- 
tures. As it has been estimated that the govern- 
ment will have to put up at least half as much 
more to make good the administration's pledge, 
ihi.s could more appropriately be called a ''dis- 
solving" fund, perhaps. It is estimated that the 
.mip between the price and the promise entail a tax 
ili.it will amount to §10 upon every person in the 
country. Yet so well recognized is the obligation 
ih.it there -is general acquiescence in the proposi- 
tion to meet it 
Only there will be danger in any 


by-play or departure from the grim necessity of 
paying for a dead horse. For instance, the bill as 
introduced would give the President absolute au- 
thority to control domestic and foreign commerce 
in wheat and wheat products until the end of 1920. 
This is bound to provoke discussion and dissent 
Congress is sure to be touchy about this measure, 
and will be suspicious of every feature that is at 
all obscure. California is in a rather better posi- 
tion as to equities than those states in the middle 
west which raise spring wheat. Its wheat has 
already been sown. The spring wheat area is yet 
to be planted, and it goes without saying that with 
a price guaranteed at twice the normal, every 
available acre will be put in, and the government 
swamped with an abnormal yield. 
Perturbed Real Estate Men 


The Real Estate Association is going into poli- 


tics. Which doesn't necessarily mean that they 
have passed a resolution to that effect in formal 
session, but that leading members have concluded 
that that is the thing to do. The reason for such 
conclusion is that city politics has been permitted 
to run itself until taxes have mounted to such a 
fisrure that real estate as an investment is not 
o 


attracting investors as they tnink it should. For 
the year 1919-20 taxes are going to be increased 
more than 20 per cent over the present jear. And 
the prospect is that other increases will follow. A 
real estate man in discussing it 
made an 


interesting 
statement. 
He 
summarized 
the 


great progress that, has been made in the.last 
three years on the other side of the bay—mention- 
ing some of the big concerns that have located 
there—and declared that within that time not one 
had located in San Francisco. Of course. I un- 


der-stood tnat when he said "not one" he meant 
industrial plants of national aize. I was very 
much surprised at this, and realized that if it is 
so, the real estate men are justified in casting 
about for the cause and operating upon it when 
found, 
An Afong Story 


The South Seas have long been recognized as 


a realm, of romance, but nothing that Conrad, or 
Stevenson, or London ever conceived equals the 
veritable story of the Afongs. It is recalled and 
retold and in a measure amplified by the death 
of Mrs. Julia Hope Afong, relict of a man who 
for a half century was a dominating figure in 
the commercial, official and social life of Hawaii 
In the accounts brought out in this connection 
it would appear that Afong's abandonment of bis 
immerse interests in the Hawaiian Islands, the 
woman he married there, his interesting family of 
twelve daughters and three sons, and all the as- 
sociations of a very long and extremely eventful 
life, was due to what would accord with the West- 
ern idea of a whim, a romantic desire to return to 
the land of his birth from which he had been ab- 
sent fifty years. 
It may have accorded with Ce- 


lestial psychology to yearn for his native land in 
the closing years of his life, but that was not the 
whole reason for his return. 
Some time ago I 


was told this interesting story by a man well 
versed in affairs of the Orient, a gentleman of 
legal affiliations, and who possibly was knowing 
to the matters on which he discoursed through 
professional connection therewith, though this 
he did not admit It was common knowledge that 
Afong, before coming to Honolulu, had taken a 
Chinese wife. 
By her there was a son, who in 


time followed his father to the islands. 
In 


lg;)2, as the story was told me, this wife set 
out to join Afong. At that time China steamers 
did not call at 
Honolulu. 
Passengers came 


through to this city and re-einbarked by another 
line for the island destination. About the time 
the ship Belgic with the Chinese woman aboard 
was due to arrive at this port, her son was due to 
arrive on an Island steamer. 
He had been des- 


patched to make some arrangement that would 
prevent her completing her journey. 
Of course, 


it need not be discussed that her advent there 
would have created serious embarrassments, even 
though the situation was publicly understood. 
Young Afong-'s mother agreed to return to China 
on one condition. 
That was that Afong should 


return to her within one year. A promise to that 
effect was given. 
A Chinese promise is a sacred 


tiling. 
Afong proceeded to arrange his immense 


affaire, and to settle on his Hawaiian family a 
fortune ample to all their needs, to take leave of 
the associations of a lifetime, and returned to his 
native land scrupulously within the year. But he 
did not return to the immediate district whence 
he emigrated. 
He took up his residence in 


Macao, the ancient and one-time important port, 
and died there in 1906. 
The lady who has 


just died must have been a woman of great force 
of character. 
That the very large family should 


have attained such a high social position, eleven 
of her twelve daughters marrying distinguished 
men in the army, navy, the professions and in 
commercial life, could not have resulted other- 
wise under all the circumstances- 
Her grand- 


father was an Englishman, her father an Ameri- 
can and her grandmother a high-caste Hawaiian. 
This would make her a quarter-cast—which 
would correct the general xinderstauding that she 
was a full-blooded native. 
About Rocking the Boat 


I was discussing the situation with a pro- 


nounced "dry'7 the other day and listened to some- 
thing that is not often heard from that quarter. 
The general run of dry enthusiasts gloat and rub 
it in. We have seen at Sacramento indications 
of what they would do. This man whom I dis- 
cussed it with is very decided about dryness, but 
he is very 
level-headed. He says now that 


national prohibition has been brought about, a 
good plan is to rest on the laurels. There is a 
good deal of soreness in the land, and it is not the 
part of wisdom to keep it irritated and raw. There 
are other problems to the fore. Strikes, Bol- 
shevism, the I. W. W. thing and general unre&t 
characterize the time. He somewhat emphatic- 
ally declared that it is not a good time to keep 
the question to the fore in any way. Those who 
are doing it he says, are rocking the boat. The 
time may come when the assistance of every good 
citizen, whether he believes in taking a drink or 
not, will be needed in maintaining stable condi- 
tions, and it is not the part of wisdom to make 
such united effort more difficult. 
Uses Breweries Are Put to 


Breweries were shut down in December, and it 


did seem that vast capital was to be summarily 
wiped out in the operation. The argument to this 
end was so often made, and so generally ac- 
quiesced in, that some facts gathered by the Chi- 
cago Neics are highly interesting, though they 
may not be unqualifiedly accepted. Generally it 
was considered that a brewery was done for if ic 
was not permitted to brew; but according to this 
authority it is one of the most adaptable of plants. 
We are informed that a brewery at Flint, Mich., 
has boon turned into a church: one in Aberdeen, 
Wash., has become a clam canuery; one in Spo- 
kane is making vinegar; one in Mobile is making 


syrup and stock feed from watermelons; one in 
Iowa City is making butter: oue in !Xortk Yakitna 
is manufacturing fruit products; one in Lansing, 
Mich., is making auto parts; one in Peoria is 
grinding corntneal; one in Seattle is manufactur- 
ing syrup from rice; one in Chicago is a hospital, 
and another a soft drink factory; one in Salem is 
making.loganberry juice; one in Washington, Pa., 
is making paints, oils and varnishes; one in 
Wheeling is packing meat, and several have been 
adapted to the dairy business. Most of these fac- 
tories are said to employ more workers now than 
they did while brewing. If this is approximately 
true it is an important economic disclosure. 
Purchase of the U. R. R. 


It is not quite understood just what Mr. Star- 


ring of Kew York is doing here. He is at the head 
of the holding company that controls a majority 
of the bonds of the United Railroads. The an- 
nouncement is made that he is here to reorganize 
the property. The United Railroads is composed 
of many separate corporations, <;ach with an un- 
derlying bond issue of its own. Some of these 
bonds must be coming due, aud it can be under- 
stood that a consolidation of them into one gen- 
eral issue would be desirable, if uot necessary. 
But the statement is persistently made that the 
way is being prepared for a sale to the city. I 
have asked many persons who ought to have 
knowledge on the subject how the city can buy 
the United Railroads, and have never received a 
real intelligent reply. It is nearly always declared 
that an amendment to the charter would first be 
necessary, and that the sale would have to be 
made on a sort of gentlemen's agreement, the 
selling corporation to wait for its money till the 
new owners made it out of the lines. If those who 
own the United Railroads are willing1 to sell on 
such terms then there is no question but that the 
city can buy. But the city is in no position to 
issue bonds, and can give no security., or under- 
take an obligation to which it can be held. This 
appears to be undoubted, though it would be of 
advantage to the city if it owned all the lines.

The Cost of Living 


The ISew York Analyst, in its elaborately calcu- 


lated charts, shows that the highest peak of the 
cost of living was reached in the month of Janu- 
ary, 1919, two months after the signing of the 
armistice. It might be supposed that prices would 
begin the descent immediately after the end of 
hostilities had been reached, but instead they 
went up for a priod of sixty days. They are now 
on the downward glide, however, though they are 
not. coming down with a "run,"' as is said in yacht- 
ing parlance. The price of broad has not come 
down at all. It was explained to me in this con- 
nection from a substantial source that right here 
may be the reason why the price of .everything 
does not come down with a rush. Government has 
tentatively guaranteed the price of wheat for 
1919. Whatever may be the ultimate result or the 
ultimate price, at present this is keeping up the 
price of bread; and as bread is the base, other food 
supplies are more or less in sympathy.
